DPW Fails To Recognize 
SILC Authority And 


Refuses Interim Reports 


by Sareen R. Gerson 


“There is a credibility gap between 
the DPW and the officials of the towns in 
this Subregion,” said SILC Chairman 
John R. Caswell, after a curious ex- 
change that took place at the January 14 
meeting of the group which now includes 
Carlisle, as well as the eight original 
towns. 

Despite repeated insistence by mem- 
bers of the group that they have been of- 
ficially appointed by the Selectmen and 
Planning Boards of their towns - and, in 
many cases, that they are the Selectmen 
and Planfing Board members 
themselves - DPW Assistant to the Chief 
Engineer Robert J. Gagnon continued 
using the old DPW protest meeting 
script. 

Mr. Gagnon, many felt. reacted to the 
Subregion as he would have reacted to 
any group of dissident citizens pro- 
testing a highway threat to their homes. 

When the group questioned the state- 
ments Mr. Gagnon made on the rela- 
tionship of the Route 62 relocation to the 
proposed mid-circumferential highway, 
his response varied from “There is no 
relationship at all between the two 
roads,”’ to “I am going to repeat what I 
said. I said that there is the likelihood 
that some parts of Route 62 might in 
fact be the location for the mid- 
circumferential highway.” 

At other times during the meeting. 
Mr. Gagnon stated that *‘There are just 
no plans to discuss about this mid- 
circumferential highway, and you peo- 
ple who are asking ‘Why build it here?” 
are talking about something that is 
simply non-existent."* 

However, he said that the interchange 
of Route 2, Route 126 and Route 62 would 
be presented, in about six months, along 
with the new design plans for Route 2, at 
a second public hearing on the relocated 
highway. 

Mr. Gagnon was asked if interim 
reports of consultants working on the 
road’study for the DPW could be made 
available to the Subregion. 

“Lam doubtful that any reports could 
be made available to you, At the time

when there is something definitive, we 
will show the plans to elected officials,”” 
said Mr. Gagnon. ‘‘We do not usually 
deal with other than municipal bodies — 
public elected officials. This is the way 
you would get a report.”’ 

State Representative Ann Gannett. of 
Wayland. who also represents Sudbury. 
said. “These people, here at this 
meeting, are Selectmen and other offi- 
cials, and are appointed. official re- 
presentatives of their town govern- 
ments. This is not a public hearing. 
Wouldn't it be easier for the DPW to 
work with a group like this?” 

Mr. Gagnon said. “In every com- 
munity there are four or five groups like 
yours, concerned about the disruption of 
their neighborhoods,” and told Rep. 
Gannett: “As an elected official. you 
see these plans before a public 
hearing." 

Mrs. Gannett replied. ‘Sometimes. 
not always."" 

“Your citizens can find out from you 
before a public hearing.’ replied Mr. 
Gagnon. “We could not possibly deal 
with the vast number of groups like 
yours: the only way we can show the 
man on the street is to invite him to 
public hearings.” 

The DPW representative said. “If we 
appear to be imposing a threat upon you. 
it is only because our responsibility is to 
the 351 cities and towns of the Common- 
wealth. and the highways we build. 
which you demand.” 

Mr. Gagnon continued. “You people 
have got to stop buying automobiles. 
You and I are bringing on these pro- 
blems by buying automobiles. Who 
wants these highways? You do. you de- 
mand them.” S, 

Mr. Gagnon said he realized the 
Subregion’s main concern is about the 
middle circumferential highway. which 
he described as “‘a road which, when it 
does come to pass, and this is far in the 
future, would fall at some point midway 
between Routes 128 and 495,"" 

Mr. Gagnon was lavish in his praise 
for Route 128. “There are probably no 
two facilities that contribute more. 
economically, to your region. than these 
two roads, 128 and 495. Route 128 is one

Members of the Subregion have in 
past meetings emphasized that they are 
not looking for more economical 
development based on roads like Route 
128, but for a sensible highway and mass 
transit plan to serve the actual. rather 
than the empirically computer-based 
projected needs of the region 

However. Mr. Gagnon continued. 
“There are just no plans to discuss 
about this mid-circumferential high- 
way.” 

Jack Gardner. the DPW expediting 
engineer for the Route 2 project, told the 
Subregion members that the DPW hopes 
to “construct a section of Route 2 as far 
as Lake Walden, and have it ready for 
the bicentennial in 1976." He said that 
the consideration of removing Route 62 
from the center of Concord is a separate 
study at the moment from the Route 2 
study. and that “only a short stub of 
Route 62 up to the Cambridge Turnpike 
will be presented with the Route 2 
design.” 


Mr. Gagnon said that the highway 
proposals predicted in the Green Book 
are in two categories: immediate pro- 
blems up to the year 1975, and Phase 
Two, from 1975 to 1990. The Federal 
Highway Acts of 1963 require planning 
projects to meet needs 20 years from the 
design date, he said. He called the 
Green Book “The DPW guideline and 
our textbook. You can look into it for all 
the agencies that contributed to it." He 
was asked if, since the Green Book is 
quite specific about the mid-belt. the R 
126-R.2 interchange could become an 
anchor point for the mid-belt. 

“It could very well be. and if it 
became an anchor point, it would not 
necessarily give the lie to anything I've 
said to you tonight."’ Mr. Gagnon said
